Therefore, the fact that Moraes | 


found much to dislike, both phys- 
ically and spiritually, is of great 
significance in evaluating China 
and the Red religion imposed 
upon it.

Doubts 


Moraes doubts that the Com- 
munists have won — as vet — the 
widespread support which they 
claim. 

“In China,”’ he writes, ‘I dis- 
covered that a man’s mind could 
be chained, tethered and im- 
prisoned.”’ 

He objected to the develop- 
ment of robot minds—of robot 
demonstrations — and of robot 
politicians. 

He found, however, that Mao’s 
control is strong; that 
progress in organization has 
been made, and that millions 
are converts. 

It was his chapter on “The 
Land Is Ours’’ which interested 
me most. No generality is true, 
but one which‘ comes nearest 
truth is that farmers have a 
deep feeling for their own land. 
This comes down, even, to sons 
of farmers who have made them- 
selves substantial citizens. in 
cities. Almost all of them yearn 
_ for a “‘piece of land’’ and many 
have week-end retreats to which 
they flee on Friday evenings. 


Independence 

It was absence of this feeling 
for one’s own land which caused 
slavery, and the tenant and 
sharecropping system which re- 
placed it, to be so inefficient 
and so productive of human ero 
sion and dissatisfaction. 

When Stalin collectivized 
Jand he had an estimated three 
million farmers shot and some 
seven million more sent to prison 
and laborcamps. Winston 
Churchill relates this in his war 
memoirs. Stalin told him that 
his fight to establish collective 
farms was more difficult than 
conducting the war. 

Moraes estimated that in 
Mao's land reform program that 
by June, 1949, some 15,000,000 


out of 100,000,000 farmers and ' 


landowners had been deprived 
of their holdings and that dur- 
ing this period some _ 500,000 
were executed for ‘feudal 
crimes.”’ 

By 1950 Mao announced a 
ehange. The attempt at straight 
collective farming was not work- 
ing. A ‘‘mutual] aid’ program 
was adopted in which a peasant 
joins a mutual aid team and 
tills his own land with the aid 
of the team members who give 
each other help in time of need. 
Another step was “production 
co-operatives” in which mem- 
bers keep title to their land, but 
all labor, tools, stock and pro- 
duction are shared on a com- 
mon basis. ' 

But human nature was also at 
work. And Moraes saw enough

TOKYO, Saturday, June 13—(1A, 
The Communists slammed an 8.-

Morning and pee? 
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REA Pays Way 
And Then Some! 


Fifteen thousand South Georgia REA 
consumers will receive a welcome gift 
during the next few days. The Col- 
quitt County Rural Electric Co., a co-op 
established 16 years ago under the REA 
program, is refunding to its customers 
25 per cent of their 1952 electric bills. 
The total refund will be more than 
$239,000. 

A true co-op, the company is owned 
by its members. Its operating costs 
have been such as to enable it to return 
this dividend to customers even after 
payments were made to the Federal 
Government of principal and interest 
on the loan that enabled the lines to 
be established. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that these co-op earnings are not 
subject to the usual taxes. 

The Colquitt County concern was 
one of the pioneering ventures in bring- 
ing electricity. to the farms through 
REA. It enabled the section it serves 
to revolutionize its agriculture. It has 
raised the living standards of seven 
counties, making it possible to achieve 
things that no farmers in history had 
been able to do before. 

As a result of the REA program, 
more than 90 per cent of Georgia farms 
are electrified. Is this socialism or free 
enterprise? 

Although government granted the 
credit, members of REA co-ops even- 
tually will be the owners and private 
ownership is an all-important feature 
of free enterprise. 

The entire REA program is in grave 
danger today. Extension of rural lines 
through co-ops financed by federal 
funds is being discontinued. Presum- 
ably the GOP Congress wants to turn 
over future extensions of rural elec- 
trification, if any, to the big private 
power companies. 

That puts the burden of future rural 
electrification squarely on the shoulders 
of the GOP and these companies. It is 
rumored that the aim is for eventual 
absorption of the REA lines into the 
big private systems. 

One thing is certain. Had it not 
been for REA, most American farm 
homes would still be without electricity. 
Those still without it, need it. If pri- 
vate power companies can complete the 
job, they now have their chance. And 
their challenge. 

As for existing REA co-ops, others 
are making records such as reported 
by the Colquitt County concern. They are 
reshaping American agriculture. They 
should be encouraged and strengthened, 
not destroved.

Piedmont’s Trustees 


Must Face a Fact 


At Demorest, Ga., the life of Pied- 
mont College is in jeopardy. The Con- 
gregational church has withdrawn its 
support. The public officials of the city 
have asked the resignation and with- 
drawal from the city of the president 
of the college. Many students have 
quit. So have a considerable number 
of faculty members. 

Let the president and the trustees 
face the facts. 

The facts are that they—and they 
alone—are to blame for the sorry situa- 
tion which may cost the life of what 
Was a fine, small college. 

In our opinion, the trustees compro- 
mised with the moral standards of edu- 
cation by accepting an annual sum 
from an organization with a reputa- 
tion of promoting un-American hate 
campaigns. Not only did the trustees 
and the president accept this money, 
but they defended their action. The 
president has thereby balanced his 
budget. But all else of value in educa- 
tional ethics is thereby out of balance. 
The trustees must now accept more 
money from the same source and be- 
come its abject captives, or they must 
face the difficult task of recovery from 
the damage which has followed in the 
wake of their action in taking the 
money. 

They took it. Thev defended it. 
They alone are responsible for what 
followed. Our sympathies are with 
those who built the college and who 
loved it too much to swallow accept- 
ance of the hate money. Until this 
issue is resolved, we certainly agree 
with the church which has withdrawn 
its support.

We Should Say 
To Syngman Rhee--- 


As far as we: are concerned, The 
Manchester Guardian has suggested the 
best reply to Syngman Rhee. 

Rhee is a patriot. But cynically, if 
understandably, he seeks to put the 
personal problem ahead of that of world 
peace. Like the heads of all other weak 
nations which exist because of the sup- 
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port of stronger ones, he wants to carry 
on a world war with the hope of ob- 
taining from it a united Korea. 

The Manchester Guardian suggests 
this reply: 

“We should not have intervened if 
greater issues than your own survival 
had not been at stake; and if we had 
not come in you would long ago have 
been thrown into the sea. We came 
here to prevent aggression from suc- 
ceeding, and now that we have done so 
we are ready for a truce on terms which 
we think honorable. If you try to 
carry on the war alone we shall either 
stop you or let you go ahead and break 
your neck.” 

It is a harsh answer—but a proper 
one.

Armed Forces Waste 


We Can Do Without 


The kind of waste that can be elim- 
inated from the defense program is 
illustrated in two stories from Wash- 
ington on successive days. 

One revealed that the Army pro- 
curement section planned to stock al- 
most 3,500,000 overcoats in 1946 for a 
force of 1,000,000 men. The informa- 
tion came out at a congressional hear- 
ing on the purchase of an additional 
2,000,000 overcoats that had to be re- 
designed because they were found im- 
practical for use in combat. 

This latter item came to only $45,- 
000,000, but as an example of how 
carelessness in little things can add up 
to huge costs in the over-all picture, it 
is worth noting. 

Another item of similar interest is 
disclosure that the Air Force has been 
paying the Kaiser-Frazer people $1,- 
399,000 for a transport aircraft that 
Fairchild delivers for $265,000. Of 
course, it is. understandable that one 
plant should not be depended upon to 
produce all of one type of vitally need- 
ed aircraft. This particular craft, too, 
is a Fairchild specialty. 

However, a little difference of more 
than a million dollars in the cost of 
the same aircraft produced in different 
plants is a little too much to take. 
Kaiser-Frazer should get its costs in 
line or else the Air Force should make 
some other arrangements, particularly 
at this time when the question of its 
budget is all-important.

New England Learns 
Some Facts of Life 


Three cheers and a couple of hur- 
rahs for Senator Maybank (Dem., S. C.) 


Not only because he had the cour- 
age to stand up in defiance of New Eng- 
land on the floor of the Senate and 
state facts, but because his ideas ex- 
pressed what we have tried to say on 
this page so many times. 

The fact that the South is the fast- 
est-growing part of the nation is not 
due to the efforts of New England. 
Quite the contrary—it is in spite of it. 

Still crying over the industrializa- 
tion of the South, the latest blast came 
from Senator Kennedy (Dem., Mass.) 
He hinted darkly that the South’s prog- 
ress was due to New England’s taxes 
distributed down here through the Fed- 
eral Government. He wants it stopped. 
In fact, he wants to penalize, not only 
the South, but the country to stop it. 

The fact of the matter is that on a 
per capita basis New England has re- 
ceived far more in funds from the Fed- 
eral Government than has the South. 
It has received more in return, too, on 
a per capita basis of taxes paid. 


Senator Maybank’s answer makes 
sense. We quote: 

“It is unfair for them to point a 
finger of scorn and to shout ‘unfair’ at 
those regions where business foresight 
has permitted technological progress to 
be passed on in full measure to the 
consumer in the form of lower and com- 
petitive prices for products. 

“Nor can any good come of inviting 
one region to transfer the faults and 
ailments which caused its hardships to 
other regions that are proving more 
adaptable for certain industries.”

Not Helping Ike To Break Par

No Business Sag 
Seen After Truce 


Washington—Many persons in and out- 
side of the government are now pondering 
the economic consequences of peace, if it 
should come in Korea. The question upper- 
most in the minds of economists is: 


What effect will peace have on Ameri- 
can business? Several times lately the 
stock market has taken a violent down- 
Swing in response to the 
encouraging news over 
truce negotiations. Some 
interpret this’ as mean- 
ing that a_ cease-fire 
order in Korea will sig- 
nal the beginning of an 
important business re- 
cession in the United 
States. 

The economists, who 
are supposed to be ex- 

perts in the field of 
business trends, have a record of reliability 
that is none too good. They got their charts 
and graphs all twisted after the close of 
World War II, with most of them predict- 
ing a depression and 8,000,000 unemployed. 
They could hardly have been farther wrong, 
for we went on to achieve new peaks of 
peacetime prosperity. 

In the light of the record, perhaps it 
would be better to pass up the economists, 
at least for the time being. A more compe- 
tent source might be the business leaders 
of the country. 


On that score, the Wall Street Journal 
has just come up with an interesting survey. 
A coast-to-coast check of nearly 100 top 
executives in various segments of the na- 
gional economy has produced this finding: 
An overwhelming number believes that any 
downturn resulting from peace _ will be 
slight, or not even noticeable. 

If the state of mind among leading busi- 
ness executives offers an accurate index, 
we will be able to take Korean peace in 
Stride, much as we did after the last war. 

President I. W. Wilson of the Aluminum 
Company of America, one of the giants of 
American indutrsv, feels ‘‘that business, as 
a whole, can only benefit by a _ peaceful 
situation throughout the world.’”’ 

George Mason, president of the Nash- 
Kelvinator Corp. of Detroit, is quoted as 
saying he does ‘not expect peace in Korea 
to cause ‘‘sharp reduction in defense pro- 
duction.”’ 

The list of similar optimistic expres- 
sions could be extended indefinitely. These 
are samples of what most of the top execu- 
tives feel or Say. 

Another unnamed Boston banker sized it 
up, “It’s a tired old boom, about ready to 
run out of gas. Money is tight and it could 
well be this tightness could exert an influ- 
ence on business expansion plans.” 

If we try to pull the rug out from under 
the defense economy, as it has been built 
up, by cutting down too drastically and too 
hurriedly, anything might happen. Other- 
wise, it seems to be the consensus of busi- 
ness executives that a slow transition to 
normal peace conditions will not seriously 
disrupt the prosperous conditions we are 
enjoying.

“Sixty-seven thou- 
sand of the state’s 200,- 
000 farms are less than 

50 acres in size; 52,424 farms have no trac- 

tors, horses or mules; 105,755 farms sold 
less than $1,000 worth of farm products; 

139,755 farms used family labor only; 23 per 

cent of rented farmland, plus buildings, 
was valued at less than $1,000.”’ 

I contrasted this situation with the grow- 
ing income of some farms in Georgia, the 
increase in automobiles, tractors, trucks 
and electric lights. 

This increase in worldly goods, plus the 
rather pessimistic figures quoted a para- 
graph or so above, led to the following 
Summation: 

‘‘The indication would appear to be loom- 
ing there is a considerable number of mar- 
ginal farm units in this state. But what 
about all those automobiles, trucks and 
electric lights? 

“If anyone knows the answer, 
I’m just a city slicker myself.’ 

Come in, Colonel Van Leer: 

‘The manufactured products of Georgia 
are worth over three times the farm prod- 
ucts, livestock, poultry, everything included. 
There are about 26 per cent of all gain- 
fully employed in the state in manufactur- 
ing, whereas agriculture has but 20.8 per 
cent, even including 4.0 per cent unpaid 
family workers. Upon what basis is Geor- 
gia an agriculture state? We are no longer 
living in 1870, or 1900. This is 4953. 

‘‘Now the answer to your question—there 
are in Georgia at least 50,000 people liv- 
ing on farms and trying to make a very 
poor and marginal living when they ought 
to get off the farms and go to work for 
industry where they are needed and where 
they can earn a great deal more than 
$1,000 per year.” 

Colonel Van Leer goes on to point out 
that the farm life is highly competitive 
with premiums accruing to _ technical 
know-how, labor and good management. 

‘‘Most of the United States now has 
about 30 per cent of those gainfully em- 
ployed in industry, and only 12 per cent 
engaged in agriculture. When we attain 
that situation in Georgia our income per 
person, per year will be $2,500 instead of 
$1,300 as it is now. Are we determined to 
stay on the farms and remain poor, or 
will we go to work for industry and be- 
come well to do?”
